The  Howard  Payne  Yellow  Jackets  started  the  '42  football  machine  rolling  by  defeating  the  North 
Texas  Eagles  14-0.  The  Jackets  beat  off  a  first  quarter  thrust  by  the  visitors  and  turned  on  the  heat  to 
gain  the  victory  In  this  first  game  of  the  season. 

The  Eagles  from  Denton  threw  their  biggest  scare  In  the  closing  minutes  of  the  first  quarter,  when 
Currle  took  one  of  Stokes'  punts  on  his  own  goal  line  and  headed  for  a  touchdown — Crushing  through 
a  mass  of  players  Stokes  and  Williams  brought  the  little  Eagle  down.  In  the  second  period,  the  passing 
skill  of  "Tossin'  Tommy"  Samuels,  with  the  power  of  Cyclone  Jones  seemed  to  be  too  much  for  the 
Eagles.     Jones  went  over  the  line  for  a  touchdown. 

The  next  touchdown  came  in  the  third  quarter  with  Samuels,  HInton,  and  Stokes  being  the  chief 
Instruments.  The  last  points  were  added  by  Hinton.  After  the  entire  acket  line  rushed  through  to  block 
Curries'  attempted  pass,  Borchert  fell  on  the  ball  for  an  automatic  safety — thus  bringing  the  score  to 
14-0.

The  quaint  habit  prevalent  In  gridiron  circles  of  counting  the  winners  of  football  games  by  the 
points  scored  and  not  by  statistics  and  sportsmanship,  accounted  for  the  Yellow  Jacket's  loss  to  the 
S.  W.  T.  S.  T.  C.  Bobcats. 

Early  In  the  first  quarter,  Tommy  Samuels  was  hurt  and  had  to  leave  the  game.  Floyce  Underhlll 
went  Into  the  backfleld  for  Samuels  and  took  over  the  passing  along  with  Bob  Stokes. 

Neither  team  scored  in  the  first  period.  The  real  Howard  Payne  threat  came  at  the  end  of  the 
first  quarter.  After  working  the  ball  down  to  the  eighteen  Inch  line  and  within  twelve  Inches  of  first 
down,  the  Bobcats  held  fast  and  the  ball  went  over  on  downs. 

The  San  Marcos  touchdown  came  In  the  second  quarter  of  the  game.  The  Jackets  had  the  ball 
In  scoring  position  just  before  the  half,  and  made  two  other  threats  for  a  score,  but  did  not  succeed 
— the  game  ending  6-0. 


HOWARD  PAYNE  13— EAST  TEXAS  6 

Playing  on  a  wet  field,  the  Jackets  outplayed  and  outfought  the  East  Texas  eleven  and  won  a  13-6 
victory.  The  Lions  came  to  Jacket  territory  prepared  for  a  passing  attack,  but  the  game  was  turned 
into  a  running  game  with  sophomore  Floyce  Underhill  leading  the  spear-head.  Cyclone  carried  the 
ball  over  for  the  first  touchdown,  and  kicked  the  extra  point.  The  Lion's  only  score  came  in  the  first 
half  when  Hendrick  passed  to  Lewis  in  the  end  zone. 

Underhill  passed  to  Stokes  for  the  Jackets  second  touchdown.  The  entire  Jacket  squad  did  bril- 
liant ball-playing  in  the  game  with  Underhill,  Stokes,  ones,  hiaralson,  and  hlolter  being  outstanding  in 
the  game. 


HOWARD  PAYNE  26— AUSTIN  COLLEGE  0 

The  Blue  and  Gold  went  into  action  on  October  9  in  Sherman  for  their  first  Texas  Conference  en- 
counter. 

The  game  featured  the  ground  play  of  the  Jackets  which  ended  in  a  26  to  0  win  for  them.  The 
Kangaroos  threatened  to  score  only  once  in  the  engagement. 

Stokes  crashed  over  for  the  initial  score  early  in  the  first  quarter.  In  the  second  quarter,  Bill 
Haralson  got  loose  for  a  36  yard  run  which  carried  him  through  most  of  the  Austin  College  backfield 
and  on  to  the  goal  line  for  the  second  touchdown.  Underhill  tossed  for  fourteen  yards  to  Stokes  for  the 
third  touchdown. 

Sophomore  'Monk'  Algood  slipped  around  right  end  for  35  yards  and  a  touchdown  early  in  the 
fourth  quarter.  Jones  followed  up  with  the  extra  point.  Thus  ended  the  first  Texas  Conference  en- 
counter for  the  Jackets.

It  was  muddy  on  the  grid  field  in  Medley  Stadium  the  night  of  Oct.  17,  but  despite  this  the 
Keatonmen  rolled  to  a  14-0  victory  over  the  Indian  rivals.  The  first  hi.  P.  score  came  in  the  second 
quarter  when  Samuels  stepped  through  the  line  for  a  score,  with  Cyclone  Jones  kicking  the  extra  point. 
The  final  Jacket  score  came  after  brlllant  playing  by  the  Jacket  linemen.  Jones  picked  up  13  yards, 
and  Bill  hiaralson  got  loose  over  guard  for  the  remaining  yardage  needed.  Jones  kicked  the  goal 
bringing  to  an  end  the  second  Texas  Conference  tilt. 


HOWARD  PAYNE  13— SOUTHWESTERN  U.  0 

Taking  most  of  the  first  half  to  get  warmed  up  the  HP  Jackets  whipped  the  Southwestern  Pirates 
13-0  at  the  local  stadium  on  Oct.  22,  and  stepped  on  towards  another  Texas  Conference  Champion- 
ship. The  Jacket  machine  got  rolling  In  the  second  half  as  Samuels  picked  up  31  yards  in  two  plays. 
In  the  first  play  of  the  fourth  quarter  Jones  plunged  through  the  entire  Pirate  aggregation  to  the  four 
yard  line,  and  on  the  next  play  carried  through  the   line  for  the  first  score. 

The  second  touchdown  came  after  Bill  Haralson  gained  22  yards  on  end  runs,  Underhill  hit  Stokes 
for  12  yards  with  a  pass,  Underhill  made  3  yards,  then  Haralson  got  a  first  down  on  the  Pirate  three. 
Bill  carried  the  pigskin  over  on  the  next  play — Jones  made  his  kick  good.     Score:   13-0.
